(Editor’s note: From time to time, we have passed on information on 4 , 
commercial products which may be of interest to the cemetery industry. \ 
TH-s fact that a product or service is mentioned in these issues does not 
constituted! ldor semeilt of that product. We merely make mention of a new 
product or service which might assist in the operation of a cemetery.) 


Pity the poor office secretary who must take scissors in hand and clip 
out obituary notices from the newspaper for attachment to Historical 
Records or At-Need Burial Cards. Quite frequently, more than one copy 
is needed for various records. Instead of purchasing additional newspapers, 
chopping away with scissors, and stirring a paste jar, here is a clever idea 
which might interest you. 

It is called PIC-N-STIK and actually "lifts” the complete obituary notice 
from the newspaper and transfers it to any office form or surface. Avail- 
ably in strips of 9 inches long and 2 inches wide the strip will normally 
reproduce approximately 5 obituary notices. The same notice can be 
transferred two and three times depending upon the heaviness of the 
ink on the newspaper. 

For your sampling, we have enclosed a sample of PIC-N-STIK with this 
issue. Here is how it works. Place the transfer paper beside the notice in 
the column to be transferred. Cut off the desired length. Secondly, peal 
off the protective paper from the adhesive side of the transfer paper.

The remainder of the yearbook was routed to 
the Cartographic Section where it has been useful in connection with 
the preparation of exhibits and the production of decorative motifs,, 
et cetera.

The ”omnibus” of type faoes, which is a part of the Production 
Yearbook, is valuable in connection with the Rubber Stamp and Printing 
Reference Collection. There is a copy of the ”&mnibus” from the seventh 
annual yearbook now in the Printing Reference Collection. This ms 
furnished to the Bureau free of charge by Mr. Joachim with his letter 
of April 11, 1947. By referring to the ’’omnibus” it has been possible 
to reduce the time required in classifying questioned type faces by as 
much as 90 per cent* 

The ’’omnibus” issued as part of the eighth annual Production Yearbook 
will be more up-to-date than the one we now have which was published before 
the war. 


The Cartographic Section of the Bureau is interested in the Production 
Yearbook for use in layout work, as an art or reproduction reference book, 
for ideas in connection with the preparation- of crime statistics charts 
and also for deoorative themes.
